The question of saving th» heavy flow 


of water that runs to waste down the 
Truokee river in the Spring, has been 
discussed time and again, bnt the im- 
portance of the matter will justify still 
further comment. 
The value of th« 


water BO lost is becoming more appar- 
ent as the demand for it increases, and 
some action should be taken to store it 
away for uae in the Summer time. 
Washes valley is rapidly improving its 
agricultural facilities, and every acre o' 
land that is placed uuder cultivation 
will draw upon the water supply. Those 
who aio familiar with the topography of 
the country around Lake Tahoe claim 
that, at comparatively small outlay, the 
outlet of thft lake can be dammed, and 
an immense amount of water thereby 
saved.. There are many other lakes in 
the Sierra Nevada range that could be 
converted into immense mountain reser- 
voirs, and their waters brought to our 
valley. 
The agitation of this subject 


is not out of place, and considering th« 
fact that our acreage of tilled grouud is 
rapidly increasing, and that every land 
in the valley, and even the high lands in 
this vioinitv. must eventually be brought 
under the plow, this water question IB 
of the greatest importance.

The electors cast their votes 
for President and Vice President. 
The 


vote is" read, certified and sealed, and 
three copies are prepared, one to be 
taken to Washington by a special taeasen- 
ger and one sent by mail. The Secre- 
tary of State likewise receives a copy to 
be placed in the archives of the State.
